who was captured in New Salem 
early yesterday morning by an arm- 
ed posse. Jackson, who drew a sen- 
tence of rom two to fourteen years 
had little to say before leaving ex- 
cept to express 
himself as being 


pleased 
that

not 
any 
greated. 
He tolc 


the sheriff that he expected to get a 
scnte"nee of 
from ten 
to twenty 


years. 


That Jackson was not alone in his 


trip to New Salem 
MoncU-y 
night, 


and the theory that he had an ac- 
complice has 
gained 
considerable 


strength in this city and in New Sa- 
lem. Jackson, if he had an accom- 


gplice, absolutely refused to give the 


t officers any intimation of the fact. 


He stuck to his original story that 
he walked from this city to New 


' Salem, but this is not believed for 


several reasons. 


People in New Salem firmly be- 


lieve that there was at 
least one 


other man implicated in the crime 
and that he 
escaped 
before 
the 


crowd formed about-the .Yeir store. 
Jackson was seen in this ?ily as late 
as nine o'clock Monda3T night rmd 
for this reason it is bard for the 
officers to believe that he walked to 
New Salem. 


Several people in New Salem re- 


call hearing a buggy drive through 
on the main street shortly before the 
alarm that 
the store 
was being 


robbed was given. 
The theory is 


that Jackson was driven to New Sa- 
lem and that he was caught while 
the other party was waiting. Some 
people in New Salem even go so far 
as to state that there were at least 
two other men with Jackson, and 
that during the excitement relative 
to' the capture of Jackson the oth- 
ers succeeded in escaping. 


Jackson is known to have been in 


the August Roth pool room as late 
as eight-thirty o'clock. He left this 
place in company with Frank Butts. 
Butts states that he went directly 
home and does not recall where he 
left Jackson and also does not know 
where Jackson went after leaving 
the pool room. Prosecutor Stevens 
questioned Jackson closely in the 
jsil yesterday but was unable to 
find anything additional. He stoutly 
maintained that he walkod to New 
Salem. 


It has developed that Jsekson also 


attempted to enter the Douche gen- 
eral store but failed. Apparently he 
tried to unlock the door with

Plan to Give. Cabinet Members Seat 


in Congress is Not1 Likely in 
' 
This Country 


SITUATION- DIFFERENT 
HERE 


(By United Brem.) 


Washington, .Sept.; 29.—Replying 


to American exponents of the Bri- 
tish system of-giving Cabinet offi- 
cers seats in Congress, Franklin K. 
Lane, Secretary of the Interior De- 
partment, told the United Press that 
in his estimation 
the scheme was 


neither "practicable nor advisable." 


^Speaking for myself," said Sec- 


retary Lane, "I would not have the 
tune to use the seat in Congress if 
I had one. Cabinet positions in Am- 
erica are purely administrative posi- 
tions as opposed to those in Eng- 
land, where the supervision of the 
various departments is mostly car- 
ried on by under-seeretaries. 


"As the situation is now., we Cab- 


inet officers have all the opportunity 
desired to make clear our ideas and 
wishes to Congress. In the first 
place, the recommendations in our 
annual reports state our positions to 
Congress as clearly and forcibly as 
we could to state them if we ad- 
dressed the members from the floor 
of the chamber In the second place 
we have ample opportunity to ap- 
pear before the Congressional com- 
mittees and speak on any measure 
within our province. 


In addition to that, all bills con- 


cerning our respective departments 
are submitted to us as soon as in- 
troduced for the purpose of getting 
our opinions on them. During the 
last session of Congress I wrote rer 
ports on 3,000 bills thus, submitted. 
Ton can realize that I would have 
hardly had time to make three thou- 
sand speeches for or against them, 


"Looking at the proposition from 


the point-of view of the Congress- 
men and Senators themselves, I do 
not believe 
they would favor the 


plan. I believe that the distinction 
between administration and legisla- 
tion, as now recognized, is what they 
would continue to favor and insist 
upon."
